Negroes Are 
Flecing-Mayor 


Asks 500 Men to Protect 


Life and Property. 


JOPf.IN, Mo.. April 1C.—The cxcitc- 


.ment that ended last night in a mob 
lynching 
Thomas 
Wlyard, 
the negro 


murderer and the shooting at several 
negroes and the firing of their homes, is 
still .intense tod.'ty and further bloodshed 
a.ud damage to property is feared. Many 
negroes arc selling their belongings to- 
dav and leaving town. Tonight it is 
said another mob will demand the re- 
lease of H!skory Till, a. town character, 
who was placed in jail last night as a 
member of the mob and that they will 
wreck other negro shanties nnd drive 
out what blacks may yet remain. This 
afternoon the mayor issued a. proclama- 
tion calling for five hundred men to pro- 
tect -life and property. 


TO KEEPORDER ifr FINLAND 


.Decree With Vigorous Provisions 1V111 Be- 


come Operative In Tlirto Y.-nrs. 


HELINGFORD; Finland, April 16.— 


A decree has be.cn published here pre- 
scribing measures for tho maintenance of 
order in Finland. Under this decree the 
governor general is empowered when he 
deems it necessary to close hotels, shops 
and factories, to prohibit private meet- 
ings, dissolve private associations 
and 


expel from Finland all persons who arc 
considered 
undesirable. 
Kxpulsiona, 


'however, except in cases which do not 
'permit of delay, must receive imperial 
sanction. 
Persons expelled may be or- 


dered to reside iu certain places within 
the empire. The decree becomes opera- 
tive in three years. 


KING~EDWARD AT MALTA 


VALETTA, Island of Malta, April 16. 
The royal yacht Victoria and Albert,

Two hundred «nd six- 


ty-five derricks were lost. Two hundred 
rips wore on tbe producing Well*. The 
fire started from »>)antern at the Cald- 
well Oil company's well. The flywheel 
of the engine struck the lantern and^fg- 
nited the derrick and the llames spread 
with ^tremendous rapidity, three, blocfc»> 
numbers 36, 3S, and 38 being in ashe» 
by 3 o'clock.

lynching Thomas 
Gilyard, the negro 


murderer and the shooting at several 
negroes and the firing of their homes, is 
still,intense today and further bloodshed 
and damage to property is feared. Many 
negroes are selling their belongings to- 
day and leaving town. Tonight it is 
said another mob will demand the re- 
lease of Hiskory Bill, a town character, 
who was placed in jail last niglit as a 
member o£ the mob njid that they, will 
wreck other negro shanties and drive 
out what blacks may yet remain.

sonal liberty of employer and employee. 


3. 
JCo person shotild bo/refused em- 


ployment or in any way discriminated 
against on account of membership 
or 


non-membership in any labor organiza- 
tion and there should bo no discrimina- 
tion against or interferenceiwithrany em- 
ploye who is not a member- of. a.labor or- 
ganization by members of'suchvorganiza- 
tions. 


4. Witli due-regard to-contrscts, it is 


the right of the employe to leave his 
employment whenever he'sees fit and it 
is the right of employer to discharge any 
employe when he sees fit. 


5. Employers must be froc to employ 


their work people at wages (mutually sat- 
isfactory, without interference for dicta- 
tion on the part of the individuals or or- 
ganizations not directly parties to such 
contracts. 


fi. Employers must be unmolested and 


unhampered in the-management of their 
business and in the use of any methods 
or systems of pay which are just and 
equitable. 


7. Xo limitation should. be placed 


upon ilia opportunities of any person to 
learn any trade to which he or she may 
be adapted. 


S. This association disapproves abso- 


lutely of strikes and lockouts,and favors 
aitequitable adjustment of all differences 
between employers and employees. 


9. Tha National Association of Manu- 


facturers pledges itself to oppose any 
and all legislation not in accord with the 
foregoing declaration.

In this connection Colorado has adopt- 


ed a -new plan at least as far as its 
principle city is concerned. Some time 
since a constitutional amendment 
wai 


adopted, by which the city of Denver 
was given control of the franchises, that 
ia, the control could not grant a fran- 
chise for any purpose unless it had been 
first voted upon favorably by tlie peo 
pie. Thin same amendment provided for 
all cities of the first and second class ac- 
quiring works of public utilities, as we] 
as strict home rule for the county and 
city of Denver. A bill has been introduc- 
ed in our-legislature and now before the 
senate providing for municipalities vot- 
ing npon all franchises provided a certain 
per cent, of the voters called for it. The 
straight requirements for a popular vote 
is the essential, that is the law must be 
mandatory and require the submission 
of every proposed franchise to the popu- 
lar vote and further that every franchise 
must be only sold to the highest bidder. 


As to the worth of franchises, what,

BIG BLAZE AT BEAUMONT 


Fire at Spindletop Does $1,000,. 


000 Damage—Many Com- 


panies Are Ruined. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., April li—A fire 


on Spindletop, which started early to- 
day did damage estimated at from $800,- 
000-to $1,000,000. Two hundred and six- 
ty-five derricks were lost. Two hundred 
rigs were on the producing wells. The 
lire started from a<lantern at the Cald- 
well Oil company's well. The flywheel 
of the engine struck the lantern ana5ig- 
nited the derr-iok and the flames spread 
with ^tremendous rapidity, three, blocks, 
numbers 36, 38, and 3S being in .ashea 
by 3 o'clock. 


Jio-«ffort was made to extinguish the 


fire for it was impossible to get within 
a hundred feet of the flames. 


No one was injured. It was estimated 


that two-thirds of the companies in tlifc 
burned district will be unable to recov- 
er from the damage caused by the flre.

"A Gfeat Deal >t Steak." 


An organization has been formed In 


a rural community of Pennsylvania 
which can best be described as a fra- 
ternal mutual benefit society of which 
cattle are the members. The home oJ 
this interesting organization is at Ar- 
not, and its official title is "the Union 
Cow Club of Arnot, Pa." The country 
thereabout is peculiarly hazardous for 
cows to wander in. There are mine 
shafts and railroad tracks and steep 
F.nd narrow paths where the careless 


or beast is prone to stumble. 


Therefore the cow club. No cow leas 
than one or more than ten years old is 
eligible for membership-, and full par- 
ticipation in the benefits of the order is 
given only to those which are a source 
of profit to their owners. The mem- 
bers, therefore, really earn enough to 
pay their own dues, and the owners oc- 
cupy rather the position of business 
advisers who take care .of snrplas 
funds and look after the clerical details 
of paying the assessments when they 
fall due. Each one, it might be said, 
holds a power of attorney for his cows. 
.The owners arc a.Iso the beneficiaries 
of lie bovine policies. In case a cow 
dies between March 1 and Sept 30 the 
owner receives $30. If she dies be- 
tween Oct. 1 and Feb. 28, he gets only 
$25. If the anima! becomes disabled or 
sick, an examining committee looks 
Into the case to determine what dam 
ages should be allowed, and if this 
committee cannot agree a special meet- 
ing is called, and the owners in con- 
clave adjust the damages. One inter- 
esting provision is that if a man wishes 
to kill a cow for beef or if lie wishes to 
sell he must notify the president twen- 
ty-four hours beforehand so that tha 
withdrawal may be duly entered on the 
books. So far as has been learned no 
candidates for admission have yet been 
blackballed.—New York Post.

Never mlt. warm 
milk with cold milk, but cool it to the 
same temperature.

An Experience In Chnrnlnc. 


''" We have been making butter for sev- 
enteen years, sometimes from one cow 
and sometimes from a number of cows, 
and rarely have to churn over ten min- 
utes, says a New Hampshire corre- 
spondent of Rural New Yorker. Lately 
,we have had two cows from which ewe 
are making butter. Five or six weeks 
ago I began to give the cows some ap- 
ples, a few at first, until I was giving 
them three or four quarts a day. The 
first time I churned after I began to 
feed apples it took fifteen or twenty 
minutes, the next time one and a half 
hours and the next time two and a 
.quarter hours, and I ke^t that churn 
handle going all the time'too. I began 
to wonder what the trouble ,was, as I 
.bad never been troubled so before and 
the cows had the same care and food. 
.Then. I thought of the apples, and as I 
had never fed any before decided that 
they caused the trouble, so stopped 
feeding them. The first churning after 
stopping took twenty minutes, the sec- 
ond fifteen minutes and the third five 
minutes. I did not get any more milk, 
.when feeding apples, and we thought
